Note: American work of the eighteenth century in lacquer is extremely rare, 

but all evidences point to the native origin of the present mirror. The outline-form 

is characteristic of early post-Revolutionary design, and remained current in the 

vocabulary of American ‘Chippendale’ as late as 1810; a suggested date for the 
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present piece, based on the painted scrollwork border decoration, would be 
1790-95. While the general feeling of the ‘Chinese’ motives is of course earlier 
in England, there was undoubtedly, as always, a considerable time-lag in any 
adaptation that may have been made in the Colonies. The piece is in our opinion 
an important document in the study of American design and its origins.
